Allthe viſible enemies of the Church of God, are but the E- 
wiſſariesof Satan his agents ; and therfore they obſerve his * me« 
thods,bis rules of art in their attempts upon the Church.Now as 
Satan hitnſelt,ſometimes oppoſes the Church by furce,and then 
he is Þ a piercing Serpent, and ſoratimeseircuimvents the Church 
by craft,and then he is a crooked Serpent, vel refius venit,vel tortgs 


o/15,vel leonem agit & ſevit uel draconem agit & fallit, So doe his . 


auxilliarics, tholc that fight under his colours againſt the Chur- 
ches peace and goed, craft and crwelty are their chicte engines of 
mifchicfe ; and not one, but both they uſe, that as the Scripture 
ſpeaksof thoſe birds of: prey and deſolation, zoe of them. rall 
Want their mete and as fome write of the Ae, he never wan- 
ders alone without bis companion with him : ſo the craft of the 
encmics of the Church, is never but accompanied with craelry, 
and their crzelty ſcldome without aft, and both bent to hinder 
any. work that tends to the.cſitabliſhment and promoting of the 
Churches good.. aber q 
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To give you ocular proof of the crae/ries wherby the enemicy 
of the Church, have from time to time endeavoured to oy the 
Worke to ceaſe, would be the buſineſſe,not of a Sermon, but of a 20+ 
lume, and yet cafily done, had we but time, becauſe their cre/ty 
ever appcares in it's own likenefle, in the (ſhape of one of thoſe 
beaſts Jha D aniel (aw in his viſion, that had three ribbs in the 
month of it, and they [aid unto it ariſe devorre much fleſh, You may 
trace the monſter foot by foot, from Abel, unto this preſent, in 
ſteps of blood. . The perſecutions of the Fewiſh Church, under 
Pharaoch Nebuchaanezar, Antiochns ; and of the (briſtian Church 
under the Heathen,and after them the Arrian Emperors and Bi- 
ſhaps 3 ſince them under Antichriſt on the one (ide, and the Twrk 
on the other,are ſo known, I need not mention them ; but this 
they all declare, that the indeavonrs of their Adver ſaries have ale 
wayes binby cruelty, to cauſe the Worke to ceaſe. And indeedif 
we conſider thoſc floods and Seas of blood, which ia the ſuc- 
ceſſive perſecutions of the Church have bin exhauſted, we may 
wonder the Church is not quite extin, fave only the bloud of 
Martyrs,exira venas,is not crnor,but ſemen;and by the irradiation 
of the Sun of rightcouſnes, becomes miraculoul)y fruitfull tothe 
producing of a new ſuccollion of Saints. 

But to trace the Adyerſarics of the Church in their craft, hic

ion, a deſigne that hath bin praiſed againſt the Church of

this,you have, Numb.25.1,2,3.7 he people began to commit Whove. 
dome with the daughters of Moab, and the people did eate of theiy (7. 
crifices, and bowed downe to their gods, and.liracl joyned hinsſetfs ro 
Baal-Peer, And that this was the plot of Bal/aam is clcare, 
Numb.3 1.16. Theſe cauſed the children of Iſrael through the coun- 
cell of Balaam, to commit trefþaſſe againſt the Lord, it was Bas 
lJaams councell this, and wicked councell it was. This mixing 
with unbeleevers hath bin cver looked upon, as a thing of dan- 
gerous conſequence to the Church of God, which is thereaſon 
that Nehemiah was in ſuch a heat of indignation againſt the peo- 
ple for this thing, Nch.13-25,26. 7 contended with them, and 
"Curſed them, and ſmote certaine of them, and plucked off their haire, 
and made them ſweare by God, ſaying, you ſhall not give your daughe

Next to this, as a ſecond meanes for the ſuppreſling of Popery, I 
would ſubjoyn the caſting out from among us, of all sppearances 
of Popery; cvery thing that looks like Rome, every thing of which 
the Papiſts may ſay,thu you borrowed from wa,True it is the 1/raclites 
by Gods exprefſe commandement, borrowed of the Eg yPtians, 
Fewels of filver, and Jewels of gola,but when they imployed thoſe E- 
gyptian Jewels toEgyprian wor/ep,and twyned their Egyptiau goldine 
to an Egyptian god, you know what followed. I condemn not 
every thing recerved from Rome as fſmply evill;but certainly, loug 
asthe Papiſts ſce any fuch :bi»gs among us in our publike worfoip, 
they will but ſcorne us, and our Religion asimperfeRt, and unable 
to furniſhus in theſerviceot our God, without being beholding 
unto them. Fr

of the Engliſh affairs are ſuch a burden, we can beare no longer , our 
firength is decayed ; we cannot build the wall, the work, muſt ceaſe. 1 
know your burdens this way have bin great, and in this City farre 
greater then in other places of the Kingdom, and arc like to con- 
tinue ſtill:tor though I hope it is not in the purpoſes of God to de« 
troy England, nor to deltroy London, yet I have thought ſome- 
times, The purpoſe and intent of God hath bin to humble and attenus 
ate London and England : tor England long continacd peace, had 
abundantly increaſed England: wealth,and the abundant increaſe of 
Englands wealth, had proportionably increaſed England's pride, The 
age before us knew not that exceſſe of bravery in cloaths and wtenſils 
that we were growne unto ; and the generation growing up, was 
like.to excecd us in #oth.God ſaw us labour ſo dangerouſly of a ple= 
thory,3s hiswiſdom and love judged it needful to abate and exhauſt 
our fullnes, at leaſt ſo much as is /aperflors, and not matter of ſub- 
fitence,but matter of prideunto us; which if we can willingly and 
chearfully reſigne up to the di;Þoſall of God, we may poſlibly ther- 
by obtain and ſecure our lives, Laws, Religion, the things that are, 
or ſhould be deareſt to #5, But if we hugge our wealth, when God 
would have us let it goc ; take heed we /oo/ſe got rat, and all the 
reit, Me thinks I read it in the foot-fteps of God rowards England: 
God hath faid, [will abate the wealth and pride of England. Me thinks 
the /acceſſion of theſe three wars within theſe few years, (which 
comes not without the ſpeciall providence of that God whoruleth in 
the Kingdoms of men) theexpences of all which muſt lye upon 
England ſpeaks it; T hat the purpoſe of God us 20 ahate the pride and 
wealth of England : and me thinks we ſhould fay as Mephibo/herh 
did, 2 Sam-19.30.

Truth 
is, this is all the alteration of Religion the Parliament hath made ; 
They have taken away the high places ard Altars, that they have 
done, and intended to proceed to command all Worſhip to be according 
to the rule of Gods Word:to lay to England, you ſhall Worſhip according 
to this rule:and this is the great erime of bs Religion, My bre- 


thren be not deceived ; as in natzrall ſo in civul and moral things, Alte. A 
there is a dowble alteration.There is a perfettive alteration,and there ratio 


is. a corruptive alteration, To alter Religion,ſo as to corrupt Religion, 
was the plot and Work of the Popiſh Prelates and their faition: To 
alter their a/terations,to antiquate their /nnovations,to reduce Relie 
gion to its pwre original per feftton ( which cannot be done without 
aheration of ſomething introduced )that was the purpoſe art work 
of the Parliament,and for this it is owr Adverſaries cry againſt them, 
T hey will alter Religion.

his Kingdom,and thereby force them, either to do things without * 
the conſent of our Soveraign,or clis do nothing,but fir pan eXx= 
peſt their own and the Kingdoms ruine: And in ſucha caſc is it fs bigh 
« crime,to determine things neceſſary for the ſafety of King & King. 
dom,without conſent of bus Majeſty, when 1t canner be obtained ? [ 
haveread, that the Perſian Aonarchs,were wont to call the Peers
